THE JAPS GET MACARTHUR'S ORDERS 


he first Japs to come peaceably out of their bomb- 
battered islands landed on the tiny isle of Ie Shima, 
* next to Okinawa, at 12:4 p.m. on Aug. 19. Their two 
Betty bombers (Mitsubishi OBO1s) were painted 
white with green crosses according to General Mac- 
Arthur's instructions and Ie Shima's Birch airstrip 
was marked with two white crosses. There were 16 
members in the glum group headed by stony-faced, 
stumpy Lieut. General Torashiro Kawabe. GIs were 
more interested in the 12 crew members. The Jap pi- 
lots looked like Hollywood's picture of them: short, 
determined men with immobile faces and gleaming 
eyes, stuffed into padded suits and sheepskin hats. 
Everything at Ie Shima was cold formality as the 


Japs shifted to an American transport which flew 
them to Manila, As their plane purposely swooped 
low beneath the clouds, the Japs rushed to the win- 
dows and gaped at stupendous U. S. developments 
on Okinawa. They ate a box lunch, asked for seconds 
on pineapple juice and offered the Americans Jap cig- 
arets and tips in U.S. currency. Both were politely 
refused. In Manila the Jap env i 
rectly but coolly by courtly Major General Charles A. 
Willoughby and his aides. As the little Japs, dwarfed 
by their clanking samurai swords and by the tall 
Americans, walked woodenly across Nichols Field, 
some Gls yelled, “Banzai! Banzai!” at the Japs, who 
gave no indication that they heard the sarcastic yell. 


Three hours after their arrival Kawabe presented 
his mission’s credentials to MacArthur's chief of 
staff, Lieut. General Richard K. Sutherland. Nine- 
teen hours later the Japs departed, their brains and 
brief cases bulging with orders for the surrender and 
the occupation. They did not even glimpse their fu- 
ture ruler, MacArthur, whose habitual aloofness was 
now adistinct asset in his positionas Japan’s governor. 

Flown back to Ie Shima in a U. S. transport, the 
Japs transferred quickly to their Bettys. The first 
white Betty took the air gracefully. The second igno- 
miniously piled into a ditch, No one was hurt. The 
plane’s crew did not bother to commit hara-kiri.

THE JAPAUESE MIND IN DEFEAT 


GENERAL MACARTHUR’S EXPERT ANALYST BELIEVES THAT THE JAPS 


The following dispatch by wireless from Manila is 
based on the views of Colonel Sidney F. Mashbir, 
General MacArthur's chief adviser on Japanese 
affairs. Colonel Mashbir has been studying the 
Japanese people for 25 years, much of that time in 
Japan. He remained comparatively unknown until 
the Manila surrender negotiations (see p. 23). 


‘he idea that “no one can understand the Japs” 
ne of the popular fallacies of the war. By 
tradition and mass habit the Japanese is a hys- 
teric. Extremely emotional, he has been kept by 
his own ancient social system in a precarious bal- 
ance between hysteria and complete submission. 
Under extreme emotional stress—like sudden vie- 
tory or sudden defeat—he becomes so obsessed 
that he loses his civilized human teachings and is 
likely to go on a rampage of rape, torture and 
murder. He will even bayonet babies, as he did in 
the Philippines and before that at Nanking, al- 
though he is extremely fond of children. In defeat 
he will indulge in illogical banzai charges and sui- 
cide. 

Tt was for this reason that the Japanese gov- 
ernment stalled three days in announcing accept- 
ance of our surrender terms. The military clique, 
fearing that sudden news of defeat would loose 
an orgy of suicide and murder throughout the 
homeland, needed time to prepare their country- 
men’s minds for the national catastrophe. It was 
the same as when the B-29s first came over and 
Radio Tokyo screamed at the people, “Prepare 
your mental attitude! Prepare your mental at- 
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titude!” When defeat came the militarists, 
aware that the people’s frenzy might be turned 
against them, had the emperor's rescript warn 
against “fraternal contention” and reminded the 
people that “the first duty of every Japanese is 
to obey the last word of the emperor.” 

By their stalling the militarists were counting 
heavily on the blind, obedient belief of every Jap- 
ese in what he has been told. This is drilled 
fo the child and later the man and if there 
any faltering an efficient police force goes 
into action. In 1939-1940 there were 60,000 ar- 
rests in Japan for violation of “thought control” 
laws. 


The bitter pill 


‘The Japanese revere their emperor as a god but 
they are accustomed to seeing him shorn of tem- 
poral power. For hundreds of years the shoguns 
treated the emperors as pawns. Thus it should 
not be too difficult for the American Supreme 
Commander to take over the temporal power 
provided he takes shrewd advantage of the em- 
peror as a spiritual institution. In fact, there are 
Japanese people who are as eager as the rest of us 
to get rid of their feudal-fascist military leaders. 


_ A Japanese civilian, who was captured by the 


Americans on Luzon just before the surrender, 
said, “Let the army lose a war once and let them 
swallow their bitter pill so that they will leave 
the people to enjoy peace.” 

However, such a bitter pill sets them up to

ridicule, to which they are extremely sensitive. In 
prewar times when a man borrowed money he 
signed his IOU, “If I do not repay this money at 
the proper time, I give the bearer the right to 
laugh at me publicly.” (If he couldn’t pay up, he 
could always commit suicide and avoid the humil- 
iation.) During this war when the Japanese sol- 
diers went aboard their transports they were told to 
follow abandon-ship orders to the letter and to 
always keep a calm front toward the enemy. “If 
there is confusion and you scramble for lifeboats,” 
their officers threatened, “the enemy will take 
motion pictures of you and you will look ridicu- 
lous.”” 

The Japanese think that we are barbarians. 
‘They undoubtedly will hate us very deeply. for 
many years because of their sons and fathers 
killed in battle and the cities laid waste by the 
new atomic bomb.

Aware of this, our occupying troops can be 
most effective in dealing spontaneously, openly 
and directly with the bewildered Japanese masses, 
in the hope that they will eventually prove to be 
cooperative. If we do not give their fascist and 
military leaders a new opening, perhaps in two 
generations or so the Japanese people will finally 
begin to learn the meaning and value of democracy.

Even before we entered the war, 
it set up several advisory committees on post- 
war problems on which acknowledged experts 
from outside the Department—men_ like 
Hamilton Fish Armstrong, Isaiah Bowman 
and others—did constructive work, One of 
their tasks was to plan a world organiza 
that would a) assure Russian participation 
and b) pass the U.S. Senate. The success of 
the San Francisco Charter was the reward of 
that planning. Why stop there?

Shown below and on page 51 are population profiles of four nations of 
the Western world as projected to 1970. Except for the U. 8. these proj 
tions are made by Dr. Frank Notestein of the Office of Population Re- 
search at Princeton University. They demonstrate that England and Ger- 
many are already old and getting older; that the U. 8. is losing its youth; 
that the U.S.S.R. is the only really young nation in the group. A gloomy 
but possible result of England’s population trend is also shown in its age 
profile for the year 2035 (page 51). On the basis of birth and death rates in 
the depression year 1933, British Demographer Enid Charles forecasts that 
gland’s population will drop from 40,000,000 to 20,000,000 between the 
years 1940 and 2035, Predictions beyond 1970, however,, are uncertain.

heaver travels abroad, which he did often between the wars, he 
sends back letters which are printed under the heading“ Rainbow- 
Graphs" and distributed to his friends. He also has a Rainbow 
Ranch” on the St. John’s River near Palatka, Fla., where 2,000 cat 
tle wear his rainbow-H brand. 

Just looking at Rodeheaver makes people think of cheerful things 
like rainbows. He is a round-faced, stocky man of 64, well-bronzed 
and nimble from much exercise both in and out of doors, and when 
he is not in church he usually wears black or checkered rodeo shires 
and red neckties. His face is always crinkled in a smile and he has a 
deep, comfortable Amos-and-Andy chuckle which expresses a per- 
fect contentment with life, Rodcheaver believes that his name 
comes from the Dutch and means “Red Heifer,"" but ever since the 
great evangelist Billy Sunday—with whom Rody worked for 20 
years—used to shout “Rody, Rody, come here” in front of enormous 
crowds, he has been known as“*Rody"* to millions of people. 

Along with his smile and his rich, rolling voice, Rody’s greatest 
asset is his trombone, which has been seen and heard by more people, 
probably, than any single musical device on earth. It is also one of 
the most widely traveled instruments ever made. Rody has played 
it standing on top of a stone camel at the Ming Tombs in China and 
in jungle clearings in the Belgian Congo, where the natives called 
him “Reverend Trombone." 

Most of the songs which Rodcheaver sings are owned and copy- 
righted by the Rodeheaver Hall-Mack Co. of Winona Lake, Ind., 
which consists of Rody and his two elder brothers, Yumbert and 
Joc. Ever since Rody began directing songs for Billy Sunday in 1910 
he has been carefully noting the most popular ones and buying up 
the copyrights on the words and music. Ac the present time he and 
his brothers own more than 10,000 songs outright and have on 
hand some 2,000 “‘gospel poems" for which music has yet to be 
written. 

When Rody visited Anton Lang, the bearded Christus of the 
Oberammergau Passion Play, Lang immediately asked him to sing 
The Old Rugged Cross, which was written by the Rev. George Benard 
in 1913 and is copyrighted until 1969 by the Rodcheaver company. 


Rody, Rockefeller and the Lord 


“That song has always inspired me in my work," Lang told Rody, 
“and now I will hear your voice singing it to me when I am actually 
hanging on the cross." The Old Rugged Cross was also the favorite 
gospel hymn of Aimee Semple McPherson and Dr. Sun Yat-sen, the 
founder of modern China. 

Another time Rody was introduced to the late John D. Rockefeller 
Sr. on a Florida golf course.

Rotary mectings, convention halls, rescue missions, state fairs, tents 

and tabernacles. His publicity handouts call him the WORLD'S 

GREATEST SONG LEADER, but he does more than that, He sets 

people to laughing first, then to singing, then to praying and think- 

ing about their souls. When he tunes up his trombone he chuckles 

and warns the piano player, “Careful now, this is a Methodist trom- 

bone and sometimes it backslides.”” He tells jokes and does magic 

tricks. He imitates a sour old sinner, hobbling around the stage with 

his trombone slide for a crutch; then he straightens up and roars with 
laughter. 

He carries a Bible in one hip pocket and a wallet stuffed with $x 
and $5 bills in the other. When it comes time to take up the collec- 
tion he reaches slowly toward the wallet in his back pocket, saying, 
“Now friends, let's get out our pocketbooks and reach for some 
fold-ing money... .”” He takes a bill out of his wallet and says, 
“Now if any of you have reached in here," he digs his fingers into his 
vest pocket, for a quarter or something like that, why just hang on- 
to the coin and wrap your bill around it," he wraps his, “‘and drop 
itall into the plate together,” he drops his inco the plate. This slow- 
motion technique has an hypnotic effect on audiences. While the col- 
lection is being taken up Rody entertains with a trombone solo, fre- 
quently The Palms. 


Saving sinners with Sunday 


Rody and his trombone have led the singing for some enormous 
crowds, notably the 250,000 people who attended the Wendell 
Willkie homecoming at Elwood, Ind. in 1940. But most of his audi- 
ences these days run between 500 and 5,000. During his 20 years with 
Billy Sunday they were much bigger. He directed at least 10,000 peo- 
ple in singing every afternoon and evening, six days a week, for peri- 
ods of six to 11 weeks at a time. They met in 1909, on a hot summer 
afternoon in Kansas, when Sunday wandered into another evangelist’s 
tent and heard Rodeheaver turn the sweating, soggy meeting into a 
pandemonium of song. He hired Rody the following year and the two 
men made an irresistible team against the Devil until i930, when Sun- 
day went into semiretirement at Winona Lake. Between them they 
started more than a million sinners down the famous" sawdust trail.””

Rody is still a genial bue determined foe of the liquor business. 
He can deliver a resounding half-hour speech on the evils of drink 
on short notice, and another on wartime juvenile delinquency, based 
on facts and figures which were given to him personally by J. Edgar 
Hoover of the FBI. He often contributes all these talents—singing, 
speaking, entertaining and praying—free of charge to worthy organ- 
izations, but even so his public appearances bring him in between 
$250 and $500 a week. 

Probably the larger part of his income, however, comes from the 
Rodcheaver Hall-Mack Co. of which he is the president, founder and 
principal advertisement. The company is the largest owner and pub- 
lisher of gospel songs in the world. In 35 years it has sold more than 
$7,000,000 worth of song books and other printed material and its 
annual income is now close to $400,000, having gone up every year 
since 1930 in spite of depression and war. In 1937 Rody and his two 
brother-pareners bought out their principal rival, the Hall-Mack 
Publishing Co. of Philadelphia, and merged ie into the present firm. 
‘The “gospel songs” in which’ they deal differ in both music and 
words from standard church hymns. The difference, according to 
Rodeheaver, is that ‘*a hymn is addressed direct to Heaven, while a 
gospel song is addressed to the hearts of the people,”* 


Salvation is a big business 


The Rodeheaver company employs a full-time gospel-song com- 
poser and poct named Bentley D. Ackley, who used to be Billy Sun- 
day's private secretary. “'B.D.,"" as he is called around the office, is a 
spry old man of 82 with a gray walrus mustache, thin hair and a dry 
sense of humor lurking behind a solemn poker face. He has turned 
out more than 2,000 gospel songs, including such favorites as If 
Your Heart Keeps Right, In The Service of the King, Mother's Prayers 
Have Followed Me and The Glory of His Presence. 

Rodeheaver himself has written some successful gospel songs for 
his firm, including Good Night and Good Mérning: 

When we step from this earth to God's heaven so fair 

Il say" good-night” bere but good-morning’’ up there. 
The Rodeheaver firm is che largest industry in Winona Lake, a re- 
sort suburb just cast of Warsaw, Ind. There are about 800 year-round 
residents at the lake, including the Rodcheavers and their employes, 
and Billy Sunday's widow. In summer the population swells to about 
6,000, most of whom go to a religious service every day. Every sum- 
mer Rody conducts a two-week, $15, Sacred Music Conference at the 
lake for choir leaders, ministers, evangelists, Y.M.C.A. leaders and 
others. Among his graduates is a Korean song leader who learned to 
play the trombone and legally adopted the name of Rody Hyun in 
honor of his teacher. He is now leading a band somewhere in Korea. 
Another Korean graduate named himself Homer Kim, for the same 
reason, but only got as far as Boston, where he is a wholesale dealer 
in chop-suey materials.

were worthless, and both were given several-year sentences in jail. 
When the case first reached the Supreme Court on appeal in 1942, it 
ordered the convictions reversed, Then a persistent North Carolina 
attorney gencral, pouncing on a legal loophole, had the pair recon- 
victed and their convictions were again appealed to the highest court. 
The first Mrs. Williams was finally vindicated as the convictions 
were upheld, But she was no longer around to enjoy her triumph, 
having died in 1942, whereas Mr. Hendrix, an innocent bystander 
throughout, had twice remarried, As for Otis and Lillie, they were 
granted a reprieve by the state on condition that they remarry in 
North Carolina, On Aug. 18 they remarried in Lenoir, N. C. and 
their application for full pardon is now being considered. 

Although adultery is cited as the formal ground in less than 10% 
of U.S. divorces and so rates far down the list after cruelty and 
desertion, some divorce lawyers insist that adultery is the real cause 
about 99% of the time. Such are American morals, however, that 
even where known adultery exists, most people prefer to be branded 
—or to brand their spouses—as tyrants, deserters, anything but 
adulterers, Hence the airing, under the label of “cruelty,” of types 
of marital meanness which vary from forcing a wife to make pan- 
cakes for usc as poker chips to putting itching powder in her corsets; 
from refusing to take baths to refusing to have a child because it 
would cost too much and then buying a horse; from holding a wife's 
false teeth for $2 ransom to “‘allus shootin’ his mouth off about 
other dames.”” There was also the lawyer's wife who, after painful 
proof that the law is a jealous mistress, charged her husband with 
cruelly devoting all his time to his legal tomes, and then hired him 
to handle her case. 

Tn New York, where adultery is che only legal ground, people are 
led to strange and sometimes sordid devices. The standard procedure 
for getting a New York divorce is something like this: 

A husband and wife, having agreed to disagree, get hold of a 
lawyer. He helps them arrange whatever moncy matters need at- 
ranging and then scts about the business of proving adultery, most 
often by becoming the producer of a one-minute play. At a desig- 
nated time, on a designated date, in a designated place (usually an 
aparcment or hotel room) the “indignant” wife, accompanied by 
carefully chosen witnesses, will “break in’ on her husband. The 
later will be compromisingly posed with an always nameless and 
possibly virginal young lady chosen by the lawyer from his list of 
available actresses. Casting of the witnesses must be done with care 
so they can positively identify the husband later. If the playlet is 
staged right, the divorce hearing—some time later—will be brief. 
A few preliminary questions, identification of the husband, then 
“Question: How were they dressed? Answer: They were dressed to

She was dressed in a nightgown and he had just like his 
shorts on.”” There may be minor variations on this theme and some- 
times the activities of the husband and the “unknown blonde’’ need 
not be carried all the way to the undressing stage—but the “break,” 
as it is called in the trade, is standard procedure. 

New Yorkers who find the prospects of putting on such a show 
distasteful and divorce seekers of other states with strict laws often 
choose to travel to places where the law is more congenial. Usually 
they go west since the residence requirements there arc more lenient 
—six weeks in Nevada and Idaho, 60 days in Wyoming. It is these 
* migratory"’ divorces that make for most of the legal complications. 
Anyone who gets a divorce in his home state, without faking the 
evidence and with at least a reasonable effort to let the other spouse 
know what is going on, can be confident that it will stand up come 
hell, high water or, more likely, an effort by ex-in-laws to cut them- 
selves in on a bit of propercy later. But many who take the “Reno 
Divorce Special’ plane for six weeks in Nevada, or who trip to Flor- 
ida to rent a room, leave a suitcase, come home and then trip back 
three months later for a divorce, may one day find themselves in 
trouble. Thanks to the Supreme Court decision they may be em- 
broiled in litigation over property rights, declared the parents of 
illegitimate children by their later marriages or even conceivably 
indicted for bigamy. 

Roughly speaking, migratory divorces are of four kinds. The pre~ 
cise type that the Supreme Court toppled is known as a‘*defaule 
decree,"” where the defendant neither showed up in court, in person 
or through an attorney, nor was ever properly served with legal 
papers saying a divorce suit hung over his or her head. This has long 
been recognized as the shakiest kind of migratory divorce. There are 


also the cases where the papers were properly served but nobody 


showed up in court, There are the cases where the defendant was 
“"Jegally present” in the person of his attorney but where the lawyer, 
on instructions, of course, raised no objection to the granting of the 
decree. And there are the rare cases where the lawyer, usually plus 
the defendant in person, put up a real scrap against breaking the 
marriage bonds—a genuinely “contested” divorce. Only the last 
type stands solid after the Supreme Court's pronunciamento. The 
two middle types were not declared bad but they were not declared 
indubitably good cither, and two or three of the justices professed 
not to know the final answer themselves. As for the default decrees, 
once asked for and handed out by the dozens, only two have been 
granted in Reno since the Supreme Court spoke, and their recipients 
must be brave or careless souls. 


There must be a “contest” 


Back of all this legal rigmarole is the quaint legal notion, reminis- 
cent of the ancient practice of trial by combat, that a divorce suit 
ought to be a sort of battle, a real“ contest,” between a ggod person 
and a bad person with the good person winning. In home-state 
divorces, given a sort of legal priority, an honest effort to get the 
other spouse into a court battle suffices. But out-of-state divorces, 
to be holeproof, must be ‘*contested."” This is why lawyers always 
advise, when migratory divorces are being arranged, that a defense 
attorney be present in court even though he never opens his mouth, 
simply to create the proper illusion of a contest. For the whole idea 
of an arranged or amicable divorce is so abhorrent to the law that if 
evidence of any sort of collaboration between husband and wife 
were presented to any court, the case would immediately be dis- 
missed on the ground of collusion. The obvious absurdity and hy- 
pocrisy of such a view has helped turn divorce lawyers into a race 
of cynics. As one of them said recently of the cases he handles, 
“There’s collusion in every damn one of them." 

Collusion is by no means confined to migratory divorces. Any 
sort of fixing or framing of evidence, as in the regular New York 
routine, amounts to collusion. It is the order of the day in Los 
Angeles’ divorce mill (LIFE, July 23), where well-primed and well- 
prompted witnesses speak their pieces so smoothly that the average 
uncontested heating takes only three minutes. Its prevalence is 
partly indicated by the fact that about twice as many wives as hus- 
bands sue for divorce—with collusion plus male gallantry the obvi- 
‘ous cause of the disproportion. 

But collusion and fakery may be on their slow way out. The per- 
centage of divorces frankly founded on actual adultery is rising and 
may be expected to rise still higher as the boys come home. Most of 
the current crop of Miami divorces involving servicemen charge 
infidelity. In New York the State Bar Association has already cleared 
more than 2,500 adultery divorces for Gls, some of them still over- 
seas, One Newark, N. J. judge reports 20 errant service wives hauled 
into his coure within a six-week period by indignant families, friends

or neighbors. And since married soldiers and sailors have done some 
fraternizing of theit own while away from home, a number may well 
find themselves on the receiving end of adultery divorce suits, despite 
the difficulty of proving misconduct in many such cases. 

There are, of course, plenty of other contributory reasons for the 
foundering of service marriages. After Pearl Harbor, war brides be~ 
gan going to the altar at the rate of 1,000 a day. In due course many 
of them will go to the courts, for the statistics are against hasty 
marriages and young marriages, war or no war. Again, many Gls will 
use their Army savings—just as many civilians have used their high 
wartime incomes—to get divorces they had been wanting before but 
couldn't afford. Another cause will be the regrettable but accurate 
truism that absence quite often docs not make the heart grow fonder. 

From prewar experience it seems probable that marriage ties are 
almost always strained by long separation. Traveling salesmen and 
actors, perhaps two of the most ambulatory professions, get the most 
peacetime divorces, whereas farmers get the fewest. Bur turn a farmer 
into a soldier and ship him, wifeless, around the world, and his mar- 
riage loses the two-sided safety implicit in his never leaving home. 
‘As one Reno lawyer says, “* Love is only a matter of geography.” 


Keep them home and keep them poor 


If money and mobility are partly to blame for divorces, America’s 
high divorce rate may stem in some measure from our being the rich- 
est as well as the most moving-and-traveling people on carch. Face- 
tiously, one remedy might lie in keeping people home and also keep- 
ing them poor—for statistics show that the divorce curve gocs mark- 
edly up with prosperity and down with depression. Other drastic but 
improbable remedies might be to abolish cities, since the urban rate 
is twice the rural, and to forbid women ro go to college, inasmuch as 
the percentage of female college graduates who get divorced is four 
times as great as among male alumni. 

One astonishing statistic that cannot be laughed off is that 71% 
of childless marriages finish in divorce, while only 8% of those 
which produce children come to an end in court. The first figure is 
weighted somewhat by the fact that the rich, who can afford di-

vorce, have fewer offspring than the poor. Nevertheless it furnishes 
strong evidence that the responsibilities and deeper affections im- 
parted by parenthood really do lend stability to marriage. The rela- 
tively high number of childless U.S. marriages presumably helps 
account for the doubeful honor of our leadership in divorce. What- 
ever pleasure the moralists may take in this probability, however, 
must be conditioned by the further observation that many divorces 
occur simply because popular U.S. moral standards are strict. If 
adultery were regarded as casually here as it is in many places 
abroad, the divorce rate undoubtedly would drop sharply. 

What to do about divorce, U.S.A., involves two problems—one 
legal, the other cthical. The popular approach to the latter scems 
to be that it can be solved by making divorces hard—or harder—to 
get. Ina recent poll 35% thought divorce laws not strict enough as 
against only 9% who considered them too strict (31% voted “about 
right” and 25% “‘undccided’"). This view is espoused most mili- 
tantly by the Catholic Church 

The opposing view—that a curb is not a cure—was well expressed 
by Justice Black in his dissent last May:"* Implicit in the majority of 
the opinions rendered by this and other courts, which, whether de- 
signedly or not, have set up obstacles co the procurement of divorces, 
is the assumption that divorces are an unmitigated evil and that the 
law can and should force unwilling persons to live with each other. 
Others approach the problem as one which can best be met by moral, 
ethical and religious teachings. Which viewpoint is correce is not 
our concern. I am confident, however, that today's decision will no 
more aid in the solution of the problem than the Dred Scott decision 
aided in settling controversies over slaver 

As for the legal problem, the answer obviously is to have one uni- 
form law for the whole nation. In a recent Gallup poll 83% favored 
such a law. But federal action needs a constitutional amendment, a 
process notoriously difficult and especially so in this case, Senator 
Capper of Kansas, who happens to be a widower, has been working 
for such an amendment continuously for the past 22 years. He has got 
nowhere with it, largely because of the opposition of states'-righters 
and of religious and other groups who fear that a national law would 
lean toward laxity and make divorce too easy. 

Eventually public pressure may force the law, a notorious lagger, 
to catch up with the popular will. Eventually the legal cangle may 
straighten out into a simpler set of divorce laws for the nation 
Meantime, all divorce-minded citizens, servicemen included, will 
have to creak along under laws that are unsafe, uncertain and, in 
practical operation, unmoral.
